*11 in the same locality. 


The property owners on the streets 


to be thus improved .potitloned in prop- 
er form and agreed to pay two-thirds 
the cost as required by law.

, .Enormous Death Rate the Result of 


Filthy Conditions Under Which Na- 
tives Live—Supply of Pur* Water 


"Will Solve Many Problems. 


1 All gredt works liave their peculiar 
•difficulties, and. In the Panama canal, 
•the greatest work of modern times, the 
greatest work ut any time if its full 
significance be taken Into account, 
there confront the commlasioners and 
chief engineer problems of new aspect 
and of tremendous importance, stiyB 11 
staff correspondent of the 
Uiiilwji> 


Age. 
These are not wholly physical 


and related to foundations, materials 
of construction and cost, as is usually 
the case, but involve such wider fields 
AS eanitation and the good of nations/ 
In Its assumption of this labor tbo 
United States has assumed grave bur- 
dens, and unless it he entered upon 
with a clear determination that noth- 
ing less thi»~i tlie best is sought the re- 
sults will amount to a national calam- 
ity. 


At each end of the Panama railroad 


la a community of mixed races, who 
for centurios have been content to ii\o 
In the most primitive niimm'i*. In the 
city of Panama, with a population of 
-about 20,000 souls and a climate w 111:10- 
in the least exertion din-ins the day 
•carries with it a profuse perspiration, 
there Is practically no sufe •driukiiii; 
•water "which has not previously been 
filtered and boiled. This may be un- 
derstood I'ftter when it Is explained 
that ia most houses tbe privies and 
wells are within a fev>- feet of each 
other. 
Th<;re Is no water system at 


all, and tbe daily accumulations..uf filth 
are either carried away at m'ght or eut- 
€n by buzzards or washed away by the 
rains—conditions which would be re- 
garded as intolerable anywhere ia the 
United 'states, where far less duuiror 
would result from them. 
It is with 


Jittle surprise, then, that we loam of 
a death rate of nearly seventy per thou- 
sand per year. 


In Colon, although the climate is 


thought worse, the state of affairs is 
somewhat better because the Panama 
railroad owns the land ou which the 
town Is built and keeps that part which 
It occupies scrupulously clean. 
Here 


the foreign icsidents—consuls, shipping 
agents, railway officers and the like— 
live directly upon the shores of the 
Caribbean and are fanned 
by tlie 


grandly constant northeast "trades." 
But the natives and Jamaican negroes 
live mostly In a swamp and oa low 
ground, without drainage and without 
running water, In a state of Indescrib- 
able filth, which is fatal not only to 
themselves, but even mbre so to those 
-others who are reared in more tem- 
perate clings. 


It Is impossible to know the procise 


population of the isthmus today, but 
probably it does tiot exceed 75,000, and 
these consist, in the order of numerical 
Importance, 
of: 
Jampi^»n 
negroe-b, 


"Cholos" (half breed Spanish and In- 
dians), Chinese and pure whites, prin- • 
clpally French and English speaking. 
Except for the whites the manner of 
life Is much Uke that already described 
In Panama and Colon, but ameliorated. 
by a less density of population and the 
easy access to water. In consequence 
the death rate is probably lower and 
personal cleanliness at a much higher 


. premium. 


Upon the beginning of opera lions, 


however, In the construction of the 
canal the present rural population will 
be trebled or' quadrupled, and, lacking 
Active preparations toward caring for 
them, the filth of Panama and Colon 
will be duplicated, with added dangers 
due to many thousands of unucclimat* 
ed people, individuals who not only 
will be Infected themselves, but will 
serve as a means of infecting otuers. 


Although this question of sanitation 


is a biological one at bottom, the con- 
ditions under which tropical diseases 
are bred and spread are thoroughly un- 
derstood, and their prevention has be- 
come a distinct branch of engineering. 
Hence the solution of this problem as 
it relates to the isthmus of Panama 


. must rest with engineers, and the most 


competent sanitary engineers in the 
world are not too competent for the 
work. Expressed in the plainest terms, 
probably plenty of running water com- 
paratively free of bacteria and dry, well 
•ordered surroundings are the simple 
necessaries for a healthful li£e in this 
land of fevers. 
Other precautions fol- 


low, but with quantities of pure water 
and the abolition of breeding places 
for mosquiloes the chief requirements 
will be met. 


Of constant streams there is no lack 


• on the Isthmus, and the hilly nature of 
the whole country makes the construc- 
tion and operation of septic ttmks un 
•cosy matter, so that in proper hands 
this question resolves itself Into one of 
•time* and money, whereof the former is 
•of the first importance if work i» to be 
started 
under 
healthful 
conditions 


within a reasonable period. 


The same statements apply to the 


city of Panama, where the grades also 
are favorable to quick drainage, and 
the presence of that greatest of all 
scavengers—tliqgfiea—oven simplifies the 
matter. 
An estimate of the cost of 


bringing a sufficient supply of pure wa- 
ter to the city reaches only the small 
sum of $300,000. 
And there then re- 


main for settlement only the questions 
of paving and drainage, of w^k-h the 


compound is exquisitely beautiful nnd 
perfectly monotonous. 
The sea laps 


the roud, and there it slops—physically 
and figuratively—since the 
sharks 


make swimming dangerous nnd the 
water is too shallow Cur comfortable 
bathing near shore. 
Yet the oppor- 


tunity for making a pleasure ground 
of this spot is one seldom offered. 
Bathing pools safe from sharks, for the 
use of the foreign population, uunht 
easily be constructed, and tlie cortil 
with which the beach is covered fur- 
nishes an inexhaustible" supply of road- 
making material. These two things— 
a place to bathe and u clumc-o to walk 
or drive—arc a distinct misfortune in 
their absence from a place where life 
would not otherwise be unpleasant. 
They form In the highest bensc an en- 
gineering problem of Importance, and 
an attention to it soon will tend us 
much toward tlie smoothness with 
which canal construction ran proceed 
as many othor matters which now till 
a greater place in public regard. The 
city of Panama, too, stands in need of 
some effort along these lines, and bo 
also does the canal zone itself, but In 
Colon, the port of entry for itiost of tlie 
personnel and materials involved in 
tlals great project, the greatest and 
most immediate necessity lies.

Other grains were influenced by t!ic 
strength of wheat, September corn 
closing with a gain of 2%<&'2V£. Oats 
are up llH-JilVa. Final quotations on 
September were: Wheat, 94 tfcft 0-! Ji , 
corn, yliVfetfro^/t; oats, :i-i?s.

STRIKE NEAR AN END 


So Say Officials of the Large 


Meat Packing Concerns 


at Chicago. 


IS DENIED BY UNION LEADERS 


Stockyards Filled With Live Stock 


-for Which There l> No Demand— 
^ears Are Entertained 
'•In Pricem. 


Chicago, Aug. 3.—The meat packers 


-whose union employes are on strike 
claim to lie in a better position now 
•than at any time since the struggle 
fcegan. When asked lor the packers' 
:slde of the situation, Arthur Meeker, 
general manager for Armour &. Co., 
said: 


"The strike may be said to be noar 


an end. At the rate we are securing 
new employes it will be only a mat- 


- ier of a short time now until everj- 


•thing will be In normal condition 
•with us once more. "When the butch- 
er -workmen repudiated their agree- 
ment and renewed the strike alter 
signing an agreement to submit all 
••grievances to arbitration, we made a 
special effort to win the flght and wu 
2mTe been a great deal more succesr- 
iul in our efforts than the most san- 
guine of the employers had hoped for. 
The old employes' places have been 
illled so promptly that very few of the 
strikers will ever be able to set back 
ihelr old places and those who do 
will come hack as individuals." 


This assertion was made by Mr 


Meeker after the packers had brought 
in during the day, according to tiieir 
•«*timates, 1,300-new men, and another 
official oJ Armour & Co. had said that 
ihe packing firms were doing nearly 
'80 per cent of their usual business. 
"Police reports of the number ot new 
employes arriving at the yards bore 
•ont In a large measure the packers' 
•tatementB. 


Pent Filled With Live Stock. 


Despite these declarations of the 


packers' representatives, the peas at 
the stock yards are filled with cattle 
and hogs that buyers made no bid 
ior in the market. According to com- 
mission men and officials o£ the Union 
•lock yards, the transit company, out 
•of the live stock received in the last 
48 nours, over 19,000 sheep and 10,- 
OOO hogR were re-shipped, and 
un- 


--»old stock is rapidly accumulating in 
the pens. Twelve thousand hogs re- 
mained unsold last night, and tne 
.prospect of large receipts today is 
•causing the live stock handlers to 
fear a swamping of their facilities. 
According to commission men there 
are thousands of hold overs In all de- 
partments of the yards, and the cattle 
In the pens will not all be out of the 
way by Saturday night. In the face 
ot all this shippers are constantly for- 
warding stock to Chicago, and the in- 
dications are that there will be a de- 
•«Ided slump in prices of live stock. 


It is on this statement and what 


•further information their own men 
&ave been able to secure, that the 
strike leaders base their claims that 
the packers are still oadly crippled, 
notwithstanding 
statements to the 


-contrary. A considerable number of 
•strike breakers who arrived in Chi- 
cago were dissuaded from going to 
work by pickets. 


In a statement given out by the 


packers It is asserted that out of the 
25,526 union men who went on strike 
3,056 have returned to work. These 
-desertions from the unions, added to 
the new employes secured since the 
•strike began, it Is declared, makes 
the total number of men at work 15,- 
S48. 


On published statements that the 


union leaders intended protesting to 
the city nealth department that the 
housing of Employes in the packing 
plants was a violation o£ thp city or- 
dinance, an inspector from the sani-

plants, but nothing was found that 
would warrant the department taking 
any steps against the packers.
